Prof. Piccard Believes 


Ober-GurgI, Austrian Tyrol—OP)— 


Recovered from their perilous thrust 
into the upper reaches of the sky, 
Dr. August Piccard began compiling 
his scientific 
data today 
while 


Charles Kipfer, his assistant, start- 
ed a three hour climb 
to recover 


their balloon 
from the glacier on 


which it came to rest. 


Although delighted with the suc- 


cess of his balloon 
voyage to the 


stratosphere, Prof. Placard's great- 
est regret is that he could .not make 
certain measurements which Prof. 
Albert Einstein, his teacher, had re- 
quested him to make. 


"As we started," 
Prof. Piccard 


said today, "the wind suddenly be- 
came weaker which meant that we 
rose much more rapidly 
than we 


had bargained for. Prof. Einstein 
had requested me to make 
certain 


measurements while 
we shot up- 


ward, but try as I would this proved 
impossible." 


"Our measurements 
of cosmic. 


rays, 'however, which 
have been 


previously had measured up to 27,- 
000 feet, were carefully conducted 
up to 50,000 feet." 


Asked' what conclusions he had 


.made from his measurements. Prof. 
Piccard replied: 
"I don't want to 


make a statement yet as to that." 


Dr. Piccard 
said in conversation 


with newspapermen that the strato- 
sphere, which he claimed to 
have 


penetrated in-an ascent of more than 
50.000 feet, was the only practicable 
element for long-distance aviat'ion. 


"This can be done, however," he 


said, "only if the cabins are as air- 
tight as our gondola was." 


When some of his 
interviewers 


suggested, that they would, like., to 
accompany the scientist to the bai- 
loon, Dr. Piccard had a good laugh.

TOTAL ABOUT 


HALF BILLION 


Another Half Billion Must Be 


Paid Yearly Into U, S. 


Sinking Fund 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE

Washington —(CPA) — Inasmuch 


as the deficit of the treasury has 
passed the billion dollar mark for 
the present fiscal year which ends 
on June 30, itis pertinent to examine 
just what the figure means. For the 
truth is the actual or net dificit will 
be only about a half billion dollars. 


The treasury is required by act of 


congress to pay out every year about 
a half billion dollars in sinking fund 
payments on the public debt. Part 
of that billion which is now being 
called a deficit is made up of the 
expense of sinking 
fund 
require- 


ments so if the United States were to 
stop paying sinking funds the pub- 
lic debt would be increased by only 
a half billion dollars. 


To put it another way the treas- 


ury borrows a half billion dollars and 
uses it to pay off the public debt 
by that amount. Yet by that very 
act of borrowing the total public 
debt has been increased. It's like 
taking money from one pocket and 
putting it into another. The essential 
fact is that the billion dollar deficit 
is actually only half that sum where 
the bookeepmg transactions are com- 
pleted for the fiscal year. 


It might be asked why the treas- 


ury borrows the money to pay into 
sinking fund when a, deficit is be- 
ing- incurred in actual operations. The 
answer is that congress fixed the 
sinking fund payments when the 
bonds were originally floated dur- 
ing the war and it is necessary for 
the government to keep faith with 
its bondholders. Thus the 
govern- 


ment can increase the- public debt at 
will but it owes the money to a new 
set of borrowers. 


It has been suggested that the 


treasury might stop retiring the pub- 
lic debt instead of increasing tax- 
ation. Congress of course will decide 
the question in the last analysis but 
now when congress is not In ses- 
sion the treasury is increasing the 
public debt. 


A net increase of a half billion dol- 


lars in the public debt is not con- 
sidered in abnormal amount par- 
ticularly since the United States has 
retired its public debt from twenty- 
fi\e billion dollars to approximately 
sixteen billion dollars in the last ten 
years. It wasn't necessary to retire 
the debt so rapidly but the huge 
government surpluses were applied 
to cut the indebednsss down. So, if 
for a jear or two debt retirement is 
stopped and the public debt is in- 
creased somewhat that result wIJI tie 
a figure which still reveals a high 
average annual payment on the pub. 
lie debt ever since the war. 


Expect Smaller Deficit 


Just what the next fiscal year be- 


ginning July 1 will bring In the way 
of a deficit is hard to tell but the 
government is economizing and the 
estimates thus far indicate that the 
next fiscal year may run at a deficit 
much smaller than the present. In 
any event if business improves the 
tax receipts will cut 
down 
next 


year's deficit especially since the fis- 
cal year beginning Jn July runs into 
July, 1-932, and the treasury is likely 
to get a higher income from Indi- 
rect taxes as business conditions get 
better. 


The general feeling Is that an im- 


provement in business will be here 
long before the total public debt is 
materially increased. What the gov- 
ernment has done in effect is to 
borrow back a half billion dollars of 
the nine billion which it applied dur- 
ing the last ten years to debt re- 
tirement.

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THE FARM BOARD REPLIES 
Several months ago a group of farm 


cooperative leaders proposed to the 
Farm Board certain methods of hand- 
ling this year's wheat surplus. Reply 
has been made by James C. Stone, 
chairman of the board, and its tenor 
indicates a definite conclusion in the 
government's attempt to control the 
domestic price of a world commodity. 


The answer was that the 
Farm 


Board will not attempt to stabilize the 
1931 wheat crop and, dropping all 
makeshift, frankly informs the wheat 
grower that he must adjust himself to 
economic realities. If he cannot pro- 
duce wheat profitably in a- low-priced 
market, he must grow something else. 


The government8 has definitely de- 


_cided that no longer will it attempt a 
manipulation of' surpluses. Production 
must be adjusted to domestic require- 
ments. 


The Federal Farm Board has em- 


phasized the importance of a general 
reduction in wheat acreage in every re- 
gion, which advice has been disregard- 
ed. Now the farmer is told lie must 
take care of himself. 


Sane action this. 
Mr. Stone faces 


the issue squarely and in the only logi- 
cal way. 
Growers will not contract 


their future actions and the enforce- 
ment of any such agreements would be 
impossible. 


The constant" piling up of surpluses 


with the expectation of governmental 
assistance will only result eventually 
in domestic as well as international 
disaster. - 


Market conditions, are always chang- 


ing. The successful manufacturer pro- 
vides, in his particular line, what the 
market demands. The farmer must 
adapt himself to the same program. By 
continuing to raise the same amount of 
wheat under present conditions of ov- 
erproduction, he is only providing food 
for his stock. 


SCRAPPING OLD CARS 


The problem of the junk car and 


automobile "graveyards'" is one of im- 
•portance both to the motor car indus- 
try and the general public. Not only 
are manufacturers giving increased at- 
tention to the proposition of scrapping 
-old cars, but the" states also are recog- 
nizing the necessity of legislation to 
protect the highways and prevent the 
promiscuous dumping of junkers along 
the roadside. 


New York state has recently adopted 


a bill regarding which a New York pa- 
per comments: "If Albany legislators 
are not yet ready to regulate billboards,- 
they are willing to do something for 
roadside beauty. Governor Roosevelt 
signed a bill this week the object of 
which is to eradicate the 'automobile 
graveyard'. This bill 'gives county 
boards of supervisors the power to 
adopt ordinances regulating the 'dump- 
ing or accumulation out-of-doors of 
dismantled, 
abandoned or Avorn-out 


motor vehicles and parts thereof and 
the maintenance of places or grounds 
therefor." 


The motor industry is rapidly com- 


ing to a realization that the old worn- 
out vehicle must be taken from the 
highway. It is not so interested in the 
problem as one involving danger in 
their operation on public roads as in 
the viewpoint of profit. Every old car 
-scrapped makes room for a better used 
car and therefore another new one. 
Several firms at the present time have 
created "junking funds" for their cleat 
ers which can be used only for the 
scrapping 
of old cars. 
And when 


•cars are scrapped under the present 
plan they are put in such condition 
that no part can ever be used. 


, 
But the solution of this problem is 


not complete Avithout a proper clispo- 
'sition of this scrap. 
In most cases 


-the cars are disposed of to junk deal- 
ers who salvage what they can and 
leaveuthe balance in unsightly piles 
along the highway. So it is interest- 
ing to, note that the Institute of Scrap 
-Iron and Steel, a trade organization, 


poses to establish "bonded scrappers" 
throughout the country who will re- 
ceive these junkers and guarantee un- 
der bond that the cars will be com- 
pletely demolished and that their de- 
cease' shall be final and burial com- 
plete. 


OTHER HARD TIMES 


Troubles magnify in proportion to 


their proximity. The attitude of the 
public mind on present business con- 
ditions is typical. From many quar- 
ters we are informed that no reaction 
in history has ever been so severe as 
that which now prevails. The crop of 
pessimists is as bountiful as sorrel in 
a sour pasture, but it only needs a little 
sane cultivation of 
retrospection to 


produce a sweet soil "of optimism. 


To retrospect, therefore, consider 


the hard times of 1893 and 1873. 
A 


comparison pi'oduces reassuring con- 
trasts rather than disheartening analo- 
gies. 


In both of these former periods the 


American credit structure collapsed. 
Heavily in debt to Europe we were 
subject to panicky drafts on our capital 
and gold and our banking system broke 
down helplessly. 


In both periods powerful mercantile 


and industrial concerns failed one after 
the other. 
Prominent railroads like 


the Union Pacific, Atchison and North- 
ern Pacific went into receivership and 
in the single year 1893 the capitaliza- 
tion of insolvencies totaled $1,781,000,- 
000. The government's credit was ex- 
ceedingly low, reverting to fiat money 
in 1874 and in 1894 paying its bills 
with the gold reserved to redeem pa- 
per currency. 


Labor was on strike everywhere and 


United States troops were on the 
march to protect property and subdue 
violence. 


In pleasant contrast may be noted 


the strong and compact banking sys- 
tem of today; an American economic 
position so powerful that the Federal 
Reserve is striving to stem the incom- 
ing tide of gold; a public credit un- 
touched by revenue deficit; and our 
great corporations maintaining wages 
and facing decreased earnings with 
composure' and with confidence in the 
future. 


Direful prophecies that we are sit- 


ting 
atop a communistic volcano 


which may blow up at any minute and 
that the country is going to the ever- 
lasting "bow-wows" are only weeds in 
the pasture which will-rapidly disap- 
pear under the plough and the harrow 
of irresistible progress which bestirs 
rfhe souls of one hundred twenty mil- 
lion people.

At the conclusion of the nauseous 


Kirkland trial in -Indiana the father, of 
a young woman who had been a wit- 
ness for the state, and therefore torn 
and seared by an attorney for the de- 
fendant, knocked the lawyer down 
with a swinging upper cut to his jaw 
because of the abuse in which he had 
indulged. 


Sympathy is reported to be strongly 


in favor of the father, and rightly so. 


For a lawyer to discuss the evidence 


offered by a witness against his client, 
to show reason for its unreliability, 
to assert that it is untrue, is properly 
within his province. 


But any attempt to shame or humil- 


iate a person who is forced to the wit- 
ness stand to tell a story, any resort to 
personal abuse and particularly any 
effort to cast reflections upon the char- 
acter of a Avoman who has been com- 
pelled to take the stand is a coAvard- 
ly and disreputable act. 


Judges who have any respect for the

TEETH 


Mellanby, famous English 
nutri- 


tion authority, asserts that the most 
rigid dental hygiene is no safeguard 
against decay, caries, cavity forma- 
tion or other disease of the teeth. 
(See British Medical Journal, Feb. 15, 
1930.) I have been suspecting some 
such thing more or less openly these 
many years. Now and then I've been 
a. bit too open in voicing my suspi- 
cion and consequently havs been 
kicked out or bawled out, as the case 
may have been, for my pains. Anti- 
septic agents, powder people, paste 
perveyors, dental hyglenists, and 
house-organ educated dentists who 
feel they know better should take 
the matter up with Mellanby, or if 
they haven't time to run over to 
England just now, they may get just 
as little satisfaction, I fancy, by run- 
ning down to Forsyth Dental Infirm- 
ary and asking that man Howe about 
it. Dr. Howe has been on the very 
point of saying precisely the same 
thing as Mellanby says, these many 
years, only being over here and en- 
tirely surrounded by the divers cate- 
gories above mentioned, he has not 
put it quite so bluntly as the Enj- 
lish authority does. 


Not only the formation of bone but 


the architecture of the teeth depends 
on an adequate supply of Vitamin D 
at the right time, mainly before the 
birth of the child and in the years of 
childhood. 


The Mellanbys (that Is, Mrs. and 


her old man, for they spell each other 
so to speak, in this sport of tipping 
over the apple cart) mention as the 
natural sources of Vitamin D egg- 
yolk, milk, suet and cod liver oil. 
Then there is now available a highly 
concentrated medicine called ergos- 
tcrol or 
viosterol which 
contains 


many times more Vitamin D than 
does even cod liver oil. But I do not 
believe anybody should pay the fan- 
cy price for this concentrate, unless 
in a serious case under medical care. 
For all ordinary nutritive 
purposes 


we get from the natural sources men- 
tioned (and some others) all the Vita- 
min D, and all the other known vita- 
mins, we need. 


The ordinary diet of poor people, 


particularly in cities or towns, is 
likely to be deficient in Vitamin D. 
It is for the purpose of making good 
this deficiency that we recommend a 
cod liver oil ration for EVERY in- 
fant during the first year. It is for 
the same purpose that many physi- 
cians now advise the expectant moth- 
er to take a cod liver oil ration thru- 
out pregnancy. It assures the embryo 
power to build sound bones and teeth. 


The Mellanbys regard the cereals 


as poor food for the building of bones 
and tooth. True, their conceptions are 
derived almost entirely from animal 
experimentation. It does not neces- 
sarily follow that a food -which is 
sooil or bad for puppies is good or 
bad for babies. But we have to jump 
these' hurdles in human science, be- 
cause people prefer to kill their crim- 
inals or let 'om rot in prisons rather 
than use them for experimental ma- 
terial for the benefit of mankind. 
Toung ladies who have had special 
courses in social service always tell 
me I'm a lowbrow and a brutal per- 
son \\hen T suggest that AVO should 
permit our prisoners to be of some 
humane use in the world. 


As we know now, ultraviolet irra- 


diation of certain foods produces Vit- 
amin D. Thus olive oil and peanut 
oil. and even oatmeal and flour, all 
foods deficient or without Vitamin D, 
acquire this vitamin, from exposure 
to ultraviolet rnys. 


So does the human body or skin 


when exposed to sunlight or to artifi- 
cial sources 6C ultraviolet. 


Give the kids good food and plenty 


of sunshine and never mind the tooth 
brush.
